ruiHfuon.roet at Washington this week 
arith Colonel John P. Nicholson and 
General L L. Lomax, of the Gettya 
burg National Park Commission and 
Secretary of War Dickinson to request 
that a site be granted at the Bloody 
Angle for V irginia’s monument to bar 
troops who fought in this battle. 
The 
request was denied 
(Mi the 
ground that there was no available 
site at the Angle and that all monu­ 
ments he placed along the lines of bat­ 
tle only. 
It was also agreed that no 
Federal monuments be placed along 
the Confederate line 
of battle, and 
that no Confederate monuments lie 
placed along the Union lines. 
It is 
expected that the Preaidant w ill issue 
an order making this a binding prece­ 
dent. 
When 
the V irginia Commission 
visited Gettysburg some months ago it 
was generally believed that the me­ 
morial would tie placed on West Con­ 
federate Avenue overlooking the site 
of Pickett's Charge arni many believe 
that that place 
will 
ultim ately be 
chosen. 
The monument,aocording to present 
plans, w ill have a huge granite base 
surmounted by an equestrian statue of 
General Holier! E. Lee and will be a 
memorial not only to the leader of 
the Confederate troopa bere but also 
to tile Virginia regiments which took 
liar! in this battle.

under the constitutional amendments, 
all of which with the exception of the 
seventh have passed according to the 
latest official returns of the last elec­ 
tion. 
Under the new law Adams county. 
aa well as the eutire (date, w ill have 
but one prim ary aud one general elec­ 
tion each year. 
The primary election 
w ill be beld is June and the genera! 
election in November upon the dates 
already set ap art The February elec­ 
tion w ill be dispensed with. 
Figures in the office ef the county 
comm issieners show that the January 
primary this year oust $979.40 and the 
February election of 
UHM) $1230.70. 
These are close enough to the average 
to indicate that these two elections cost 
each year on an average of about $2250. 
Of oourss the State pays the expense 
ef the prim ary the county standing the 
coat cf the February election. 
When 
they aru done away with this expense 
w ill naturally cease. 
Under the new law there w ill 
be 
ane more spring election; that of next 
year. 
After that tim e terms of all 
city and county officers w ill be made 
to conform to elections to be filled at 
this single election will be but a trifle 
above the present expense of the Nov­ 
ember election. 
The new system is in vogue in New 
York and several other states and gen 
orally meets with favor. 
Another side id 
the m atter is 
brought out however when it is shown 
that white the county saves from the 
abolition of the primary and February 
election, yet many will fail to receive 
their usual fees as election officers.

FARMERS WORRY 
OVERWROUGHT 


Hast Haul Water sr Drive Stock t i 
it. litany Wells Going Dry far 


First Time. Wheat Damage* Ay 
Iky Weather. 


Farmers all over Adams County are 
greatly worried over the effects of the 
long continued drought which the- 
claim is doing serious damage in ad­ 
dition to causing them great annoy­ 
ance and inconvenience. 
W ells are now Upcoming dry which 
have never been known to fail and 
farmers are up against the proposition 
of driving their stock to water or else 
hauling water to their farms from 
nearby streams. 
The former plan is 
generally very unsatisfactory for. if 
they have to go any distance, the stock 
is as thirsty when they return as be­ 
fore they were started out. 
Few far­ 
mers in the county are equipped 
to 
haul water and so the matter is quite 
serious. 
The 1910 wheat crop will 
be ser­ 
iously damaged if rains, and heavy 
rains, do not come in a few days. Tho 
early wheat is already getting yellow 
in some places and the late wheat w ill 
not get a fair start before W inter“sets 
in " unless the rain comes. 
The other usual effects of a long con­ 
tinued drought are tieing felt every­ 
where and farmers are hoping siren- 
nously for a heavy fall of rain.

NEW TROLLEY ROAD 


A corps of engineers, believed to be 
in the employ of the state, was at 
Mont Alto Monday. 
They went over 
the 
route surveyed 
last 
spring, 
through Brennan Hollow to the pipe 
line and from there to White Pine 
Sanatorium 
The presumption is that 
they are surveying for the trolley road 
which Health Commissioner Dixon is 
anxious to have the state construct 
from Mont Alto to the sanatorium. 
There are possibly a dozen cab lines 
operated between Mont Alto station 
and the sanatorium, besides numerous 
teems manned and kept by the state. 
The fare charged on these cab lines 
is $1.50. 
Dr. Dixon is of the opinion that the 
state can operate a trolley line cheaper 
than it can keep horses or transport 
patients 
by cabs. 
The coming of the engineers so soon 
after the governor’s visit to make a 
re survey, is interpreted as a sign that 
the governor is in sympathy with Dr. 
Dixon’s plans.

Secretary Meyer win not men Hoc 
this subject In hie report but hie tn l 
tentlon la to bring It to the attention 
of the naval committees of the house; 
and senate, and to urge their consider 
ation of the proposition as one of great 
Importance to the nation, especially ta 
connection with the proposed Atlantic 
Inland water way system. 
Secretary Meyer has been thinking 
of the matter since his visit to the 
Philadelphia navy yard last week. 
He is of the opinion that there 
should be two outlets from the yard 
to the Atlantic. 
The present outlet 
down the Delaware river should not 
In his opinion, be neglected or sub 
ordlnated In any way to the other out j 
let in the event of its construction. 
i 
He believes, however, that in the 
event of war it is possible that the 
Delaware might be blockaded by as 
enemy and the ships at the navy yard 
be bottled up. To avert the possibility j 
of such an occurrence he would opes 
the canal Heroes New Jersey, so that 
no matter what might happen In the 
Delaware, there would still be aa out 
let both for the navy sad the com 
mere® of the port.

Up m Profitable Business. 


This is the story of a professional ‘ 
man whose louping for tho freedom of j 
country life led him at the age of thir- j 
ty-cix to abandon the city for the' 
farm. Unfortunately the record of his 
early struggles Is very incomplete. 
That these were severe is attested by 
the fact that the owner aud bls family, 
with a little hired labor, have cleared 
seventF-slx acres of heavily timbered 
land, built a comfortable home, with 
substantial barn, dairy house, silo and 
poultry houses, and have developed 
under trying conditions one of the 
best paying farms in the country. In 
1900 the gross income of this farm was 
about $5,000. It la considerably larger

The farm in question Is on the west 
aide of Puget sound, at the base of 
the Olympic mountains, In Oregon. 
The products of the farm are butter.

These are carried to mar­ 
ket twelve miles over a fairly good 
macadam road by team once a week. 
Bo careful is the owner of this farm 
of the market he has made that he 
has not once failed to deliver his 
products on his regular market day 
during the past twelve years. 
Since this farm has been brought to 
Its present profitable state by the Joint 
efforts of every member of the house­ 
hold it Is proper to say that when the 
family moved to the farm la 1887 it 
consisted of man and wife, three boys 
and three girls, the oldest child being 
a boy of thirteen.

The father and the 
three sons have done the farm work, 
milked the cows and made the batter.

kept the books of the establishment.

Be Good to Old Appl* Trees. 


OM apple treea can be brought back 
to fruit fulness by spreading a thick 
coat of rich rotted manure around the 
tree and plowing It under. If ground 
cannot be plowed fork it under. The 
next thing to do Is to cut out at) dead 
branches, all cross limbs and suckers 
growing around the base of tree. These 
take up the sap which should go info 
the fruit. The next thing to be done Is 
to scrape off the old dead bark, then 
wash with strong lye soapy water. 
Use a stiff brush to cleanse the bark. 
Ashes from hard wood may be used In 
place ai soap. Various tree washer 
have been recommended, but there is 
probably nothing better than good 
homemade soft soap thinned arith Just 
enough warm water to make a good 
ands. lf the manure is of poor quality 
about one peck of a complete animal 
bone fertilizer should be spn*ad around 
a medium sized tree and two pecks 
around a large tree. Spread it on top 
of the plowed sod and hoe it in. In 
November another dressing of rotted 
manure should be spread around each 
tree aud worked toto the toil. 
Many an old apple, pear, peach and 
cherry tree that la supposed to be 
worthless needs only good culture and 
auffl< lent plant food of the right qual­ 
ity to be brought back toto full bear­ 
ing. 
Cattle should not be pastured In the 
orchard. They pack the sod so solid ss 
to prevent a full supply of moisture 
reaching the tree roots, and they graze 
the grass so close as to afford no pro­ 
tection to the roots from the hot sun 
and drying winds. 
Try this method with the old fruit 
tree. This work may be done any time 
this month, the earlier the better.
